Abuse Of Rank Is Reason 
Enlisted Man Resented 
Superior

Washington—To Cis the worst 
thing about the w ar was having , 
to put up with officers. That has I 
been pretty clear for a long time 
in view of all the Cis’ letters, ar­ 
ticles, speeches and cartoons on 
the subject. But now it is verified 
by the Army itself in a series of 
studies made between December, 
1943, and September, 1945, and 
recently taken off the confiden­ 
tial list. 
Questionnaires were submitted 
to troops in scattered units in the 
various theaters of war to sample 
their attitudes towards various 
army phenomena. When the Army 
asked the enlisted men what they 
thought of officers, it got an ear­ 
ful. 
“In all Army research surveys,” 
according to the study, “there is i 
a page where enlisted men write J 
in comments on any subject they 
choose. Second only to the com­ 
ments about the desire to come 
home, criticisms of diffential priv­ 
ileges of officers top the list in 
every overseas study. 
Resent Abuse of Rank 
“In general, mon do not object 
to the custom of granting pre- ‘ 
rogatives in line with extra re­ 
sponsibility, but their resentment ; 
is aroused by what they consider i 
excessive 
privilege 
or abuse of 
privilege sanctioned by tradition.” 
The investigators on April 20. 
1945, found that the three main 
criticisms made by enlisted men 
returning from overseas were: 
“ I Too 
strict 
or unnecessary 
military control and discipline. 
“2. Officers’ lack of concern for 
enlisted men’s welfare. 
“3. Officer privileges.” 
Importance to Morale 
When returned overseas veter* 
ans 
last July were asked what 
they thought ma4» morale high, 
they rated “goocf officer-enlisted 
men 
relations” 
as second most 
important. 
(Most i m p o r t a n t : 
“t( imwork, pride in the outfit.” ) 
Asked in February, 1945, if offi­ 
cers when overseas took unfair 
i dvantage of their rank and priv­ 
ileges, 51 per cent said they had 
seen such abuses. 38 per cent said 
they had not, and ll per cent gave 
no answer. 
Only 47 per cent of the men ac­ 
tually had witnessed instances in 
which good hotels, restaurants or 
* ntertainment spots in their over­ 
seas areas were put “off limits” 
to enlisted men but not to officers. 
Forty-one per cent said they had 
never seen it happen. 
Joyriding Is Cited 
As for having seen officers use 
army automobiles for their p er­ 
sonal 
recreation, 
however, 
a 
whopping majority of 72 per cent 
saici they had actually seen it. 
A ked if they thought officers 
got too many breaks and privi­ 
leges, 41 per cent said “Far too 
n any;” 23 per cent said "A few 
too many;” 33 per cent said “About 
the right number,” and a tactful 
3 per cent opined that the officers' 
breaks were “Too few.” 
Where Officers Agree 
When the men were requested 
to give their reaction to the state­ 
ment “It would be better if of fl­ 
ee*! < and enlisted men were more 
friendly 
with 
one a rather,” 61 
per cent agreed. Incidentally, 30 
i cr cent of the officers who were 
a ked about this also agreed. 
Most of the enlisted men, the 
survey disclosed, did not believe 
their officers had much interest in 
their personal welfare or individ­ 
ual 
problems. 
Most 
of 
them, 
moreover, didn’t feel that their 
instructors 
“knew 
their 
s t u f f 
And 
less 
than 
half 
of 
them 
thought 
that 
deserving enlisted 
men got the breaks to which they 
were entitled.
